And yet Current History 
and other publications seem to regard the 
subject as debatable, as they have opened 


their columns to exhaustive discussions 


of jt. 

The sophisticates profess to believe they 
are doing the American people much good 
by pointing out that their standards are 
low, their ideas those of the bourgeoisie 
everywhere, their habits coarse and their 
religion mere cant. There is nothing orig- 
inal in these harsh criticisms. Dickens 
gave utterance to them in his own way 
years ago, and so did Thoreau, while Am- 
brose Bierce, the most vitfiolic of all Amer- 
ican cynics, kept prodding his countrymen 
unmercifully during the greater part of hir 
long and unbappy life. 

The arguments used by the sophisticates 
to uphold their end of the debate are, for 
the most part, meretricious. In a general 
way they are trying to create the impres 
sion that to lambaste our people and their 
institutions is of benefit to them. [If this 
were so there might be some excuse for 
their studied affronts of their well-meaning 
and fairly well-behaved countrymen. But 
it is not so. The average American who 


| reads the literary assaults of Sinclair, Drel- 


ger or Mencken fails to see the point in- 
tended to be conveyed by them. He is 
not very likely to understand that the main 
thing with these writers is to attract at- 
tention, gain publicity and sell their weird 
literary wares. 

These sophisticates are like bad boys 
who love to shock people by their, out- 
rageous acts. At first their grotesque out- 

seemed rather out of the com- 


pourings 
-|mon, but of late there has been such & 


similarity and, indeed, uniformity in them 
that their authors have rendered them- 
selves subject to the application of their 
town favorite catchword, “standardization.” 
In standardization they find the- greatest 
‘evil in American life, but see no 
Wrong in their own uniform attitude and 
methods of attack. This disingenuous pos 
ture is a good joke on them and one which 
discerning people have begun to enjoy. It 
is really as funny. as is their blase air of 
sophistication and self-satisfaction. When 
everybody comes to see th>m as mere imt- 
tators of each other they aud their petty 
and pointlers propaganda will be ridiculed 
to death, as they assuredly deserve to be. 
America and its institutions are not flaw- 
less, but its average citizen i; so far above 
and beyond this bunch of self-satisfied 
nonconstructive cynics that one wonders 
how the vaporings of such a body of ifl- 
bred, self-conceited smart Alecks can be 
considered anything but the. grossest im- 
pudence, to be treated as one weuld treat 
the gibes and jeers of spoiled children. 
When Ernest Renan was asked how a 
similar group should be treated in France 
he replied, “We should treat them as chil- 


j dren who pout and bite their fingernails.” 


EVERSION TO TYPE 3 

In the social and ethnical macistrom of 
after-the-war assimilation of nations and 
races the present conflict in China presents 
a peculiar reversion to type. With ibe un- 
derground workings of the Russian soviets 
coming to the surface in China’s reawaken- 
ing of its immense power the yellow peril 
began to assume a red tincture which 
threatenéd to give the political surface of | 
Asia a coat of modified Bolshevism. 

Russian sovietism, having failed to arouse 
enthusiasm in Western Europe, had evident- 
ly concinded that the Aryan desccndants 
of trans-Caucasia are not ripe for their pro-. 
letarian propaganda, that a policy of at- 
trition is necessary for its ultimate conver- 
sion. So the Moscow commissars turoed 
their face to the East for quick action. The 
dual nature of Russian raciality in its com- 
ponent parts of Aryad and Mongol infusions 
seemed to bave reverted to the dominant 
Mongol strain. 

In reaching out toward the extreme boun- 
dary of the Asiatic continent on either side 
of the Yangtze River minor bands of Red_ 
missionaries are scattering brands of dis 
content in India and Afghanistan, with a 
view to set all Asia afire if China once be 
gins to blaze. That the IF is written in 
capitals appears from the present strong 
action of Generalissimo Chiang Kai-Shek, 
who has ordered the arrest of Borodin and 
other Russian emissaries as archtraitors to 


| the Chinese cause of self-determination. 


This strong-handed action of China's 
prophet of self-assertion threw a welcome 
ray of light on the dark hor:zon of radical 
tendenajes which have threatened interna 
tional politics sivce Russia abandoned all: 
pretense of rational, human government. 
The Peking and Cantonese governments, 
both having repudiated Red advances for 
a lawless liaison, are giving notice to un- 
principled radicalism that neither Aryan 
nor Mongol races are satisfied with a re 
turn to the chaos which soviet proletarian- 
ism preaches. | 

It may be assumed that the triangular 
tactics which Lenin and Trotzky launched 
from Moscow, with the right line thrown 
out across Cermany to Madrid and the left 
to Shanghai thfough the Himalayas to join 
in a basic line through Italy, Turkey, Per- 
sia, India and China, bave now definitely 
been frustrated. The best evidence of this 
failure appears plainly in the Boishevist 
papers which were seized in China, in which 
Commissar Stalin criticised Borodin’s ex- 
treme radicalism and indorsed Sun-Yat-Sen's 
and the Cantonese dictator's more moderate 
principles for a rejuvenated China. 

Stalin's repudiation of radical Bolshevism 
may have a better chance of bringing Rus-

Then It Must Be So 


ALF-BAKED LEGISLATION | 

In common with most California legis- 
lative sessions, but surpassing the majority 
in this regard, the present riot of lawmak- 
ing at Sacramento is marked by many bills 
calculated to.injure rather than aid Call- 
fornia business throigh unwarranted inter- 
ference with its legitimate functions. In 
the main these acts are tnapired by good 
intentions, but have not behind them prac- 
tical knowledge and experience with the 
needs of the industries which they are sup- 
posed beneficially to regulate. 


No better examples of such half-baked 
legislation have come to light than Senate 
Bills 639 and 521, both having to do with 
the great businesses which have grown up 
about the propagation and sale of plant 
seeds. By reason of its favored soil apd 
climatic conditions California has become 
the source of a large part of the field and 
garden-seed supply of the country and un- 
necessary legislation calculated to damage 
that industry is a body biow at the wel- 
fare of the State. | 

Senate Bill 521 proposes to iumpose a li- 
cense fee of 350 on the establishments of 
all major dealers in seeds and further re- 
quires, subject to misdemeanor penaities, 
that all seed shall be marked ar to its or- 
igin. No. 639, which is intended to pre 
vent the sale of seed unduly contaminated 
with seeds of noxions weeds, so increases 
the present adequate restrictions as prac 
tically to legislate seedsemen out of busl- 
ness. It requires that seed containers of 
five pounds and over shall be labeled with 
the actual number per pouad of noxious 
seed weeds which it contains and provides 
for so narrow a margin df error as to make 
the sellers of 90 per cent of such packages 
liable to six months in jail for every pack- 
age. For example, the label must state the 
num er of weed seeds per pound in every 
sack. of wheat, oats, rye, barley, ete., with- 
in four of the actual number by count. In 
the case of timothy, blue grass and like 
tiny seeds the margin of error allowed is 
twenty-seven seeds per pound. Picturé, if 
you can, the luckless seed dealer bendiag 
night and day. with a magnifying glass over 
a lapful of lawn grass seed, cmxiously and 
painfully counting the good seeds and the 
bad lest he guess incorrectly and go to 
jail! . 

No one questions the need for sane reg- 
alations against contaminated seed, not- 
withstanding that the dealer who is habit- 
ually careless in that respect will svon put 
himself out of business for lack of cus- 
tomers. But the fact is that California 
seedsmen are already operating utider a 
law which adequately meets the require- 
ment—-the same Federal law controlling 
seed labeling in forty-five States. This law 
permits & margin of error averaging ninety 
seeds to the pound, which seed-growers and 
dealers say is reasonable and proper. The 
fact that no two equal samples from the 
same general lot of seed will give even 
approximately the same number of weed 
seeds, by reason of the weed variation. in 
any field, is an indication of the absurdity 
of so narrow an error margin as four seeds 
per pound. 

The license fee would discriminate 
against California seedsmen in favor of 
those who ship seeds in from outside _the 
State and who have to pay no such fee. 
The regulation requiring that the origin of 
seeds be ziven in all cases and by affidavit 
where demanded is impracticable because 
seed often passes in bulk throngh many 
hands before finally reaching the dealer and 
the latter, while perhaps reasonably cer- 
tain of its origin, will naturally refuse to 
handle it when he may be required at any 
time to make affidavit thereto. At the 
same time growers in localities famous for 
their seed would be deprived of the legiti- 
mate fit thereto accruing. UHere again

Deans of western colleges 
have decided to take no action 
against the use of automobiles by 
students, it was announced yes- 
terday by Prof. Earl J. Miller, 
dean of mer at the University 
of California at Los Angeles. 
The decision was made at the an- 
nual meeting of the Deans’ As- 
sociation at Stockton, where Dean 
Miller wa elected president. 

Conditions in the West, it was 
decided, d> not warrant such ex- 
treme action as has been taken 
in the East, he stated. It was 
pointed out also, he said, that 
the use cf au Obiles by stu- 
dents in mie litan cities of 
the size of Les Angeles cannot 
be prohibited because of the 
economic aspects, making sauto- 
mobiies elmost a necessity in 
some Cases. 

Freshman hazing, a hoary tra- 
dition srszociated with univer- 
sity life, also is rapidly disap- 
pearing from western universi- 
ties, Deay Miller t out. 

Discussion at the conference of 
Geans, he stated, brought out 
clearly that hazing is giving away 
to organizec class scraps con- 
ducted or one fixed day and su- 
pervised by upper classmen.
